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TWS EXTRA TEXT AREA 
(by Dick Estel) 


One useful, but often overlooked 
feature of The Write Stuff is the 
"extra text area." This permits you 
to have two documents in memory at 
once (or more in the 128 version). 
You can then switch between them. 

The most obvious use is for 
transferring portions of one 
document into another. You can "eat" 
sections of text from one document, 
and restore them in the other. 
Another use would be to compare two 
versions of the same document. 

To set up an additional text 
area, press [CONTROL] [SHIFT] +. In 
the 64 version, this immediately 
splits the text memory area into two 
equal parts (about 10,000 bytes 
each ). 

In the 128 version you will see a 
horizontal bar with the numbers 1 
through 9 across it. Pressing a 
number will divide the text memory 
area into two sections. The 
nu:umbers represent the pproximate 
percenage alotted o h original rea. 
Pressing 3 would give you two areas, 
of about 19000 bytes and 43000 bytes 
respectively. Pressing 5 would give 
you two equal areas, about 31,000 
bytes each. 

Pressing additional numbers 
creates additional text areas, so 
you could have up to 10 separate 
areas, but they would be limited to 
about 6000 bytes each. 

You switch between areas by 
pressing [CONTROL] q. If you have 
more than two areas, pressing 
[CONTROL] [SHIFT] Q switches to the 
previous area, while [CONTROL] q 
moves to the next one. 

Two times in the year or so that 
I have been using TWS 128, I have 
had a problem. Whatever I did in one 
area happened to the other area 
also. If I cleared the text in area 
2, the text disappeared in area 1 
also. If I loaded a new document, it 
loaded into both areas. I think the 
problem was related to something 
else I had done wrong, but I would 
suggest saving the document in each 
area before loading a file or 
clearing text in another area. 

Overall this is a very useful 



feature which I use regulary—just 
another benefit of the world’s 
greatest cheap word processor.

Print a Disk Directory 

It’s very useful to tape a 
printed copy of the directiory to 
the disk’s protective envelope. The 
foiling sequence will print it. 

Load ,8 

0pen4 ,4:CMD4:List 

When the printing is done, enter 
this to clear the printer: 

Print#4=Close4 

Remember , ?# is not an acceptable 
abbreviation for PRINT# - if you use 
the abbreviations, the proper one is 
P shift R. 

Disk of Directories 

Your Commodore loads and saves 
disk directory just as if they were 
basic programs. With this in mind, 
you can create a directory of your 
disk directories. Just format a disk 
with the Name Directory or something 
similar. Then load a directory from 
one of your disks (I’ll call that 
disk WXYZ), using L0AD"$",8 rather 
than the wedge or Fastload Cartridge 
Wedge. Next, save it to the 
Directory Disk using a filename that 
is the same as the name of the disk 
it came from. 

Repeat the procedure for the rest 
of your disks, and you’ll have a 
handy master directory. When you 
want to see what’s on WXYZ disk, put 
the Directory disk into your drive, 
then type LOAD "WXYZ",8. When you 
list it, you’ll see that it’s really 
the directory from disk WXYZ.

The key point of the program is 
that line 20 gives an error that is 
rapidly read and cleared in line 30. 
The loop in line 40 allows the 
program to repeat for about 20 
seconds of drive operation. 

You should clean the heads of 
your drive at least once a month to 
insure longer life.

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JIFFY DOS REVIEW 
(from 0-1 ink) 

With all the various disk speed 
up utilities and cartridges on the 
market, my first reaction toward 
Jiffy DOS was "What do I need this 
for? What makes this any better?" 

After trying it out, I have to 
say I am impressed with it. It IS 
something different. For starters, 
it is NOT a program you load from a 
disk or a cartridge you plug in. 
Jiffy DOS is a set of replacement 
Kernal ROM chips for your computer 
and disk drive. 

The only disadvantage I have 
found to Jiffy DOS is that, because 
it is a set of chips, you DO have to 
open up your computer and disk drive 
to install it. 

Installation involves changing 1 
ROM inside a 64 and one inside your 
drive (or 2 in a 128 and one in the 
drive). Most of the 64s out there 
have Kernal ROMs that are socketed. 
On the 64C and some of the older 
64s, installation may require 
desoldering the Kernal ROM and 
installation of a socket. Extra cost 
instalation is available for those 
who do not wish to do this 
themselves. Installation is not 
difficult, and the instructions that 
came with Jiffy DOS are clear. 

It does NOT require any addtional 
cables like some of the other 
replacement ROMs on the market. 

The advantage of having Jiffy DOS 
as an internal change is that it is 
always there. No need to load it. No 
plugging and unplugging of 
cartridges. The cartridge port 
remains free for MIDI interfaces, 

RAM expanders, and other things. It 
even remains active after a system 
reset. 

As to what Jiffy DOS actually 
does, it gives you increased speed 
on all disk functions (load, save, 
read, write, and verify) and works 
to one extent or another with all 
file types. (Manufacturer claims up 
to 20 times faster on PRG, 10 times 
on SEQ and 4 times on REL) I 
haven’t done any scientific timings, 
but have loaded 130 block programs 
in 7 seconds and read a 90 block 
sequential file from within a 


program in 25 sec (that last one 
used to take 2 minutes and 18 
seconds without Jiffy DOS). 

In addition to disk speed up. 
Jiffy DOS adds an extended DOS 
wedge, programmed function keys 
(same in 128 and 64 modes) and some 
other nice extras. It’s MAIN claim 
to fame is compatibility. The 
manufacturer guarantees 
compatibility with all commercial 
hardware and software and if you are 
unhappy with it within the 1st 30 
days, will give a full refund. I’ve 
tried it with many 64 mode 
commercial packages and several 128 
mode packages and have yet to find 
one that did not work with it. 

Should you run into any reason to 
disable it, a simple flip of a 
switch will turn off the Jiffy DOS 
ROM and return you to a normal ROM. 

Each system (64 or 128) includes 
the internal Kernal ROMs for the 
computer (1 for the 64 or 2 for the 
128) and also one drive ROM of your 
choice. An SX-64 version is also 
available. Available drive ROMs 
include 1541, 1541C, 1571, 1581, 
FSD-1, FSD-2, MSD-1, MSD-2, and Blue 
chip. 1541-11, 1571-11, and C-128D 
versions are in development. If you 
have more than one drive with your 
system, additional drive ROMs are 
available.
